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June  Agricultural  Trade  Surplus 
Higher  -  The  June  agricultural  trade 
surplus  rose  $89  million  to  $1 .4  bil¬ 
lion.  Exports  fell  slightly  to  $3.2  bil¬ 
lion,  while  imports  were  down  by  $1 1 4 
million  to  $1 .9  billion.  The  cumulative 
trade  surplus  for  October  1989-June 
1990  totaled  $14.5  billion,  $85  million 
below  the  same  period  a  year  ago 
(table  3). 

Agricultural  Exports  Lower  in 
June  -  U.S.  agricultural  exports 
continued  their  seasonal  decline  in 
June  to  $3.2  billion.  Since  April’s 
plunge  of  $690  million,  exports  fell  a 
modest  $88  million  in  May  and  $26 
million  in  June.  Decreases  in  corn, 
sorghum,  tobacco,  meat,  cotton,  and 
cattle  hides  more  than  offset  gains  in 
soybeans,  wheat,  fruits  and  vege¬ 
tables,  animal  feeds,  and  vege¬ 
table  oils.  October-June  exports 
totaled  $31 .7  billion,  3  percent  above 
the  same  period  a  year  ago.  The 
current  export  forecast  for  fiscal  1990 
is  $40  billion,  1  percent  above  the 
previous  year. 

Corn  export  volume  fell  6  percent  to 
5.1  million  tons  valued  at  $636  bil¬ 
lion.  While  shipments  to  the  Soviet 
Union  rose  to  2.2  million  tons,  ex¬ 
ports  to  Japan,  Mexico,  and  Korea 
dropped  sharply.  The  average  export 
unit  value  increased  almost  $2  a  ton 
to  $124. 

Wheat  exports  rose  23  percent  during 
June  to  2.4  million  tons  valued  at 
$340  million.  The  Soviet  Union  re¬ 
placed  China  as  our  leading  buyer  in 
June  taking  602,000  tons,  followed  by 
China,  Korea,  Algeria,  Bangladesh, 
and  Japan.  The  wheat  export  unit 
value  fell  in  June  for  the  fifth  con¬ 
secutive  month  to  $142  a  ton,  a  $9 
drop. 

Soybean  exports  increased  54 
percent  in  volume  from  the  previous 
month  to  954,000  tons  valued  at  $227 
million.  Japan,  Taiwan,  Mexico,  and 
Korea  were  the  largest  markets.  The 


average  export  unit  value  for  soy¬ 
beans  in  June  remained  at  $238. 
Soybean  meal  exports  fell  2  percent 
in  June  to  377,000  tons  valued  at  $84 
million.  The  Soviet  Union  remained 
the  largest  market,  taking  164,000 
tons.  Through  June,  shipments  to  the 
Soviet  Union  totaled  1 .4  million  tons,  5 
percent  above  the  same  period  a  year 
earlier.  The  average  export  unit  value 
for  soybean  meal  soared  $23  a  ton  to 
$223. 

Cotton  exports  fell  9  percent  to 
1 1 7,000  metric  tons  valued  at  $1 92 
million,  bringing  the  fiscal  1990  total 
to  1.4  million  tons.  The  largest  U.S. 
cotton  markets  in  June  were  Korea, 
Japan,  and  China.  Cotton  export  unit 
values  rose  $13  a  ton  to  $1635. 

Agricultural  Imports  Lower  in 
June  -  U.S.  agricultural  imports  of 
$1 .9  billion  in  June  fell  6  percent  be¬ 
low  the  previous  month.  The  most 
significant  decreases  occured  in  im¬ 
ports  of  raw  sugar,  cocoa  products, 
orange  juice,  dairy  products,  wine, 
malt  beverages,  beef,  bananas,  and 
processed  vegetables.  These  de¬ 
clines  more  than  offset  shipments  of 
fresh  vegetables  from  Mexico,  which 
were  unusually  large  in  June.  The 
cumulative  figure  for  U.S.  agricul¬ 
tural  imports  during  October  1989- 
June  1990  reached  $17.3  billion, 

6  percent  above  a  year  ago.  (Steve

Embargo  of  1 2th  Largest  Market  - 

The  embargo  on  shipments  to  Iraq 
will  affect  U.S.  agricultural  exports  to 
that  country.  Rice,  wheat,  animal 
feeds,  cotton,  and  corn  were  the 
leading  commodities,  making  Iraq 
the  12th  largest  U.S.  market  over  the 
past  2  years  (table  4).  In  1989,  Iraq 
absorbed  20  percent  of  U.S.  refined 
sugar  exports,  17  percent  of  egg 
exports,  and  14  percent  of  rice 
exports.
